Prior of record taken alone or in combination fail to disclose a specific arrangement of a a 
first portion of said core is displaced from a second portion of said core by an angle equal to 1/4 
of a basic cogging torque cycle of said motor and including other features as recited in the 
independent claims 2, 17, 43, and 46.
